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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph issue was raised in 
the final rejection regarding enablement for simultaneously emulating plurality of access device. Specification, states emulating one at a 
time. Applicant has not addressed the issue and stated that access device could be any PC or an PDA disclosed. This is not the issue 
here. This rejection is therefore maintained. 

Secondly, applicants arguments regarding rejection under 35 USC 102(e) state that an example of "emulation as substantially resembling 
and simulating a physical appearance" of emulated device and the Lehman reference does not teach emulation as it is simply executing 
an application. Examiner respectfully disagrees, as Lehman also teaches for example a PDA (portable device) emulating a TV remote 
control which would have to be substantially resembgling and simulating a physical appearance of actual TV remote (Lehman: Col.1 Lines 
42-46; Col.16 Lines 1-8). 

Amendment is entered to correct 35 USC 112 second rejection, however this still does not read over the prior art of record and the 
rejection is maintained.
